AV1[*^G  in  my  laft  faid,  that  the 
'/Icmiiigs  had' fallen  upon  a  much 
more  ready  method  of  freeing  the  farmer 
from  the  trouble  of  managing  his  flax  af¬ 
ter  it  is  reared  than  we  have  done,  it  is, 
in  f)ine  mealurc,  incumbent  on  me  to 
demonftrate  that  this  is  the  cafe,  by  ma¬ 
king  a.comparifoQ  between  their  prac¬ 
tice  and  our  own  iti  this  refpecjf ;  for,  al¬ 
though  I  have  reafon  to  believe,  that.the 
Tnijiees  are  not  ignorant  of  the  cccono- 
my  of  the  lint^hoors  in  Flanders,  yet,  as 
many  of  your  readers  may  perhaps  never 
have  heard  any  thing  about  them,  and, 
as  no  ufc  has  hitherto  been  made,  in  this 
country,  of  fuch  an  uEful  pattern  fet  be¬ 
fore  us,  I  hope  to  have  the  indulgence  of 
the  public,  while  J,  in  as  few  words  as 
p4)flib]e,  explain  the  nature  of  thefe,  and 
point  out  fome  of  the  advantages  that 
might  be  expeded  naturally  to'arife  to 
this  country  from  the  eftaWiftimcnt  of 
an  order  of  people  fimilar  to  thofe. 

In  Flanders  the  farmer  .prcp:H*e8  his 
ground  for  flax,  and  fows  .the  feed;  ^and 
here  hie  lab*nir,  and  care  of  the  crop  in 
general,  ends;  f  »r  in  that  country  there 
are  a  number  of  people  eflablilhed  in 
every  diftrid  throughout  the  whole, 
whofe  foie  occupation  is  the  inanufadu- 
ring^of  flax.  Each  of  thefe  has  a  lint- 
<uiil^  and  houfes  in  every  ptfped  proper- 
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ly  contrived  for  carrying  on  this  branch 
of  manufidure,  and  a  number  of  people 
engaged  throughout  the  whole  feafon  fof 
carrying  on  every  part  of  the  neceflaiy 
operations  in  a  proper  and  oeconomical 
maimer.  In  order  to  And  employment 
for  thefe  hands  throughout  the  whole  of’ 
the  year,  without  remaining  idle  at  any' 
one  period,  or  too  much  hurried  at  ano- 
ther,‘the  mafter-manufadurcr  makes  it 
his  buflnefs  to  go  through  the  country  at 
the  beginning  of  fummer,  and  purchafe 
from  the  farmers  all  the  flax  he  can,  af' 
it  Hands  upon  the  ground,  agreeing  al^tit 
the  price  in  the  belt  manner  they  cat! 
between  themfelvcs;  and,  as  there  a»*e 
fo  many  purchafers,  the  farmer  will  ufu- 
ally  get  an  adequate  value  for  his  crop. 
After  they  have  agreed  about  the  price* 
the  crop  immediately  becomes  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  purchafer,  who  mnft  take 
care  of  it  A)r  the  future  himfelf,  and  nm 
all  hazards,  and  manage  it  in  what  man¬ 
ner  he  ihall  judge  will  be  moll  conducive 
to  his  own  intcreft;  and,  at  the  proper 
feafon,  he  brings  his  own  people  to  weed 
it,  and  afterwards  to  pull  it ;  the  farmer 
either  aflilHng  him  with  fo  many  hands 
at  each  of  thefe  operations,  or  not,  ac¬ 
cording  as  they  make  their  bargain;  but 
the  farmer  always  carries  rt  to  the  mill 
upon  hif  own  horfes,  and  ufually  receives 
thc'pricc  thiyrof  at  that  time.  Imme¬

1  nc  piincii>ai  divilion  of  land  in  the 
pvr^vxi^tu  Winch  I  confine  rnyfelf,  was 
into  .liable  ground,  palture  and  meadow, 
f.iells  and  woods,  and  laltly  w.ittes; 
for  inis  .ippcars  lo  Ik  the  viidmdion  then 
attended  to.  Arable  lands  were  in  the 
ju  •giiiKiurnoi'id  ot  villages,  and  there  arc 
ft  wot  ihete  but  are  of  very  great  an- 
l  tpuiy.  Ihe  divilion  of  land  with  le- 
tj.cit  to^  agriculture,  was  into  crofts, 
aciej>,  and  iratlions  ol  an  acre,  ox-gangs^ 
iuiio.uid* lands  and  plough>gatcs.  Ihetc 
dcriwd  their  origin  and  name  from  the 
exu  ni  ot  the  p.  ifelfion.  I'he  proprietor 
hiinlelf  occupied  a  large  part  of  hisefiate, 
and  the  rcil  was  let  out  tofieemcntc- 
ii.uns,  hulbandmen  and  cotters;  and,  if 
p.iliure  lands,  to  herdlinen  and  graflinen, 
or  ^ra/icis:  what  the  priiprietor  retain¬ 
ed  he  cultivated  by  bond- men ;  and  thefc 
lie  ct.ulddirpoie  of  cither  with  the  lands 
Ol  by  ihendclves;  for  there  arc  inflances 
ol  tales  ot  both  kinds.  The  proprietor’s 
poireilion  was  denominated  his  Deinefnc’ 
lands  or  Mains. 

'l>ie  farmers  cultivated  their  ground 
accmding  to  its  extent :  If  fmall,  by  the 
fi>adi,  if  great,  mofily  with  oxen,  and 
lew  horles.  If  the  extent  of  a  farm  was 
fnch  AS  to  employ  a  plough,  the  (locking 
cwiifilled  of  tight  oxen,  and  perhaps  two 
horlt%;  but  a  plough-gate  was  a  large 
farin';  and  therefore  the  more  ordinary 
DicUrOd  wai>,  for  fevcral  tenants  to  joiu 
together,  and  each  furnithed  oxen,  one 
or  inorv  according  to  their  farm,  plough¬ 
ed  the  ground,  and.each  fowed  and 
reapui  in  proportion  to  the  oXen  furnilh- 
ed  fi>r  drauglit ;  for  as  foon  as  the  corns 
were  taken  in,  the  whole  field  was  com¬ 
mon  'paflnragc.  The  (locking  befides 
con  filled  of  cows,  (lieep,  and  numbers  of 
lw'iiie>and  theft  bore  a  great  proportion 
to  thcturftble  land^  for  pi^rhaps  a  plough 
Iff  iaii4  would  have  the  pnvilegc  of  paf- 
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turage  for  tw’elve  oxen  and  half  a  dozew’ 
cows,  and  an  hundred  fbeep:  thefe  were^ 
m,;in:ained  by  feeding  on  pallure  land* 
or  on  hills  at  a  cuiifiderablc  difiance  (rom ' 
tht'village,  and  the  fwine  in  the  woods 
and  forells,  upon  the  fteds  of  different 
trees.  A>  our  ancefiors  rather  inclined 
to  a  pafioral  life,  and  as  very  great  in- 
ci>uveniencies  arofe  from  the  joint ' 
ploughing,  there  were  regulations  made* 
obliging  tiiofe  who  had  too  fmall  a  num-  ' 
her  of  oxen  for  yoking  a  complete  plough*  ' 
tu^l^dl  thefc  to  luch  as  had  ftocking  (ufii-  ' 
cicut;  arid  thofc  who  kept  only  cowa 
w'cre  enjoined  to  delve  a*  much  ground  ‘ 
as  they  were  ible*  This  regulation  took  ' 
place  alurut  the  beginning  ot  the  laih  or  ’ 
13th  century. 

The  grains  fown  were  wheat,  b.irley*  ‘ 
and  o.its,  and  it  is  very  certain  that  con- 
fidcrahle  quaniiticfc  of  the  firft  kind  were  ' 
fowii  ill  Scotland  before  the  year  laoo. 
Lint  alfo  was  cultivated ;  for  the  Scots 
clergy  drew  the  tithe  of  it  .very  early. 

The  Common  le.ifon  of  pi  aighingand 
delving  was  fixed  to  begin  from  Candle- 
mu;  if  the  landlord  |)crmitted  this,  the 
tenHiit  could  not  be  dirpofleffed  for  that 
crop.  1  ihall  not  pretend  to  alfert  it,  but 
I  cunjedure,  that  the  ufc  of  lime  was 
known  as  a  manure  towards  the  middle 
of  the  1 2th  century.  The  monks  of 
Paifley  feem  to  have  knowm  the  ule  of  it. 
As  to  the  meadows,  thefc  w^erc  hained 
for  hay  from  the  beginning  of  June  till 
the  end  of  July:  fbmetimes  the  hay  w»aa 
cut  fouiier.  Both  the  coin  and  hay  crop 
was  cut  down  by  the  fmall  tenants,  whu 
were  bound  to  perfonal  fcrvicc  undefin¬ 
ed.  Though  mod  part  of  the  labour  waa 
perforined  by  thefc  fmaller  tenants,  yet 
there  were  day-labourers  alfo,  and  hired 
fervants.  The  hire  of  a  labourer  was  a- 
bout  feven- pence  halfpenny  per  diem  of 
our  prefent  money,  and  the  wages  of  a 
hired  fervant  about  twenty  (hillings  per* 
annum ;  of  this  there  is  pretty  certain 
evidence  about  the  year  1  soo. 

As  the  rent  was  to  be  paid  in  kind* 
and  part  of  the  produce  was  given  to  th^i 
landlord,  the  tenants,  if  it  was  visual* 
draw  or  hay,  led  it  home  to  the  pro¬ 
prietor's  granaries, called  Oranges;  thefi^ 
were  Urge  barns  of  which  frequent  men¬ 
tion  occurs.  But  if  the  vidual  was  to 
be  converted  into  meal,  it  behoved  to 
taken  to  the  mill  and  ground^  and  this 
leads  me  to  confider  thefc.

The  A’heniana' were  at  war  wPh  the 
P;  lv)pt*nnetiiiis.  The  t>racle  had 
pro'uiled  the  vi^>ry  to  the  Aihcman^, 
!♦'  liieir  kinif  fh  mid  tall  by  the  band  of  a 
Pv  loponnelian.  Ttie  enemies  hearing 
ot  the  oracle,  gave  a  general  charge  to 
their  loldiers  nv>t  to  kiM  Codrus,  who 
via5i  tiio)  king  of  the  Athenians.  But, 
one  cvcqinc,  he  advanced  beyond  the 
treiichci  in  the  habit  of  a  wood- gather¬ 
er,  and  began  to  cut  fomc  boughs. 
S.*ine  I\floponnefinns  happening  to  lie 
engaged  in  the  fame  olfee  met  him. 
C(*m!ng  imm<'diately  to  blows,  he 
wour.dcd  icvcral  of  them  with  hK  bill ; 
blit  being  overpoweredv  he  falls  under 
their  ftrokes.  They  went  away  over¬ 
joyed  and  ftnging  hymns,  as  if  they  had 
performed  a  glorious  exploit.  The  pro¬ 
phecy  being  thus  iulftllcd,  the  Atheni¬ 
ans,  infpired  with  additi^snal^ftrength 
and  courage,  march  to  battle  without 
hetitation,  and  previoufly  fend  a  berakl 
to  demand  the  body  of  then*  king..

“  Min  is  feiiiible  of  relations  not  fub-

terrnmes  their  relation  |ind  difference: 
lie  has  therefore  a  faculty  of  judging* 
lie  retains  the  lenfations  and  ideas 
which  he  receives;  he  therefore  muft 
luve  memory. 

“  He  polfelTes  freedom  of  choice,  he 
may  either  take  or  leave ;  he  therefore 
has  a  ivsll.  /  \ 

“  Thefe  facHkiea  of  the  fowl  have  been 
long  known  to  philofophers ;  modern 
philufopn/ acknowledges  no  other.  But 
it  '.ve  attentively  contider  human  adtfons^ 
there  evidently  appears  in  the  foul  ano¬ 
ther  faculty,  intireiy  different  from  the 
preceding,  and  the  fame  with  that  which 
we  deiigu  in  animals  by  the  name  of  Va- 
finti  :  I  mean  a  natural  bias  to  particu- 
I  ir  objects,  independent  of  •every  idea, 
and  prior  to  all  knowledge. 

“  it  is  this  faculty  which  regulates  the 
avStions  of  raau  in  the  early  parti  of  life; 
and  Pjmettmes  regulates  them  in  the 
advanced  parts,  but  without  being  per-  • 
ceived;  f  s- it  is  not  by  learning,  by  ex¬ 
perience,  that  infants  rccchrc  the  breaft, 
apply  things  to  the  mouth,  or  extend 
thjcir  hands  to  the  obje^  around  them; 
it  is  not  by  argument  that  they  fly  from 
danger,  or  ihun  fire  when  they  firft  feel 
it  to  burn.

It  is  this  that  produces  the  propculity  of 
one  fex  to  anottier,  and  proin^Hs  them  to 
perpetuate  their  fpecies.  .The  fame  in- 
ftind  inclincb  the  mother  to  fuckle  her 
infant,  which  direds  the  tien  to  cover 
her  eggs,  and  the  wolf  to  nourtlh  its 
young.
